The Farmers’ Salvation 


T 


HE Forage Crop Seed Policy being recon:- 
mended by the various municipal districts 


and strongly backed by the Provincial govern- . 


ments is believed to ‘be Western Canada’s solution 
to soil drifting. VF. H. Newcombe, district agri- 
culturist, speaking before the ratepayers of the 
Municipal District of Crown last Friday, declared: 

“I strongly urged the planting of forage crop 
seeds for three reasons; grass seeds return the 
fiber to the soil; it retains soil moisture and it 
will, in time, eliminate soil drifting.” 

j ‘The use of grasses is also being affected by 
the officials of the Dominion Preservation of 
Water and Rehabilitation’ Scheme, who are oper- 
ating throughout Southern Saskatchewan and tbe 
drought portions of Southern Alberta. It is only 
through a crop rotation which permits regularly 
the planting of forage crop seeds on the complete 
acreage under cultivation, that the western far- 
mers will regain the financial position which they 
held prior to 1930. 


The return to the farming lands of the soil 
fibre, so evident in newly broken Jand, is the only 
practical method by which the farmer may combat 
‘soil drifting and soil fertility. It is hoped that 
the farmers of the west will hearken to the gov- 
ernment officials and solve their own individual 
problems through the use of grass seeds. 


Needed - A Firm Stand 
ROM this viewpvint it appears that Britain's 


F policy in European affairs is to change from 
the firm stand recently taken by Anthony Eden 
to one of conciliation, The recent resignation of 
Great Britain’s foreign secretary has formed one 
of the most serious political crisis in British af- 
fairs in recent years. Premier Neville Chamber- 
lain and some of his cabinet believe that conces- 
sions should be made to the dictators of Europe; 
they make it clear it is theic belief that efforts 
should be made to pacily these blustering "iron 
men” of Europe. Anthony Eden, on the other 
hand, is just as emphatic that Germany should not 
be granted her colonies, and that no concessions 
should be made te the rulers of Germany and 
Italy without provisos. 

“Great jubilation” was reported in Germany 
when th@ news of Eden’s resignation was made 
public, and well -may there be jubilation, for with 
Eden out of the way, it is possible that Hitler 
may succeed in his bluff for colonies. If so, will 
Hitler be satisfied? 

That is the question, and it can be answered 
only in the negative. Der Fuhrer’s hold on Ger- 
many is maintained only through his fight for 
“Germany’s place in the sun,” and as soon as the 
colonies are handed over to him, the ery will go 
up for the Polish corridor, and after that for some 
other concession on the part of Great Britain aud 
France. 

His first cry was for the Rhineland. He took 
that five years ago, and bluf{fed Europe into tak- 
ing it. Now his demand is for the colories, and 
it appears he might succeed in his bluff, backed 
up by a competent army. 

Just as success whets ambition, so any con- 
cession to Hitler must lead to only some other, and 
greater demand, The return of the%®olonies to 
Hitler, and the fawning of Eur >pean statesmen 
upon him, will only inake tne dictator more arro- 
gant and self-assured. A stand must be taken 
and the sooner it is taken, the less seri- 
ous will be the consequences.

class apart, something abominable, and usually 
the product of a warped mind, in war, it can 
he argued, it is kill or be killed!” The killing is 
in self-defence, and so could be termed justifiable, 
and the combatant (the common soldier) being 
always under the impression that he is fighting 
in the cause of right, thereby elevates his killings 
to virtuous acts. The killer is a hero, and his 
bravery -is written and sung in story-book and 
verse, 


Who is actually to blame for al this? Surely 
all of us should take our share. Don’t we pre- 
pare the soldier? Isnt he trained in the art of 
killing before he is sent to the human slaughter 
grounds of the world? Could not a purist claim 
that this is in a class with premeditated murder? 
In civil life a inan-commits a murder, and’ the rest 
of the community suffer (if capital punishment 
were abolished, by having to pay taxes’to keep 
him fed and housed in some jail for the rest of 
‘his life. That does not.seem quite fair, and so 
_we return to the argument, why shouldn't he pay 
with his life? However, have we the right to take 
a human Jife? If capital punishment were abol- 
ished at this present time, there is not a doubt 
in my mind that crimes of violence would be seri- 
ously increased. A murderer is usually a cow- 
ard, and it is the fear of the electric chair, or the 
‘hangman’s rope, that keeps some crimes uncom- 
mitted. In the past analysis the actual murderer 
is not the only criminal, Lack of education and 
proper environment contribute to the making of 
criminals. Ihe present system under which we 
live is conducive to the breeding of the criminal 
instinct. A man must live, and under the present 
system, he cannot always get the wherewithal b 
fair means, so the- weak and ill-balanced will al- 
ways turn to foul means to attain the standard 
of living which he considers society owes him. 
‘Therefore, in any consideration of crimes of vio- 
lence and capital punishment, we must take into 
account, in our process of reasoning, the systen 
which contributes very materially to the marked 
increase in such crimes in the past few vunpre- 
cedented hard years, 


We preach peace, we laud the efforts of the 
Red Cross in the alleviation of suffering, and yet, 
are we going the right way to work, lo get at the 
root of these two problems of peace and crime? 
We punish the murderer, we hang him, we electro- 
cute him, we praise the police who. shoot him 
down in vold blood, but have we not a responsi- 
bility to bear in these matters? 


Over the radio, we have been asked to send 
donations for the Red Cross, but isn’t it inconsis- 
tent to send donations for the alleviation of suf- 
fering, and at the same time to know that Can- 
ada, with practically a world monopoly of nickel, 
is sending more and more of this commodity to the 
warring nations of the world? Canada is helping 
to make every bullet that is causing the suffering 
that we are asked to try and mend. Isn’t this a 
ridiculous position? The profits of the nickel 
producers have bounded forward in an amazing 
manner during the last year. The dividends must 
be very nice for the stockholders to receive, and 
we can only hope that they are generous contribu- 
tors to the Red Cross. 


In the name of reason, is this a logital posi- 
tion? Canada standing aloof and taking a “holier 
than thou” attitude, preaching “no war,” and yet 
helping to make the very implements of war. 
Every mother who is sincere in her desire for 
peace should band together and fight to have an 
embargo placed on the exportation of nickel. It 
is up to us to strangle this thing at its source. 
Jt wus suggested over radio station CFCN, by the 
Editor of The Texaco News, that such an embargo 
might bring factories to Canada. To my mind it 
gives me a vision of infinite possibilities. We 
would use our nickel for the common good of all, 
und export it as a finished article at our own 
discretion. 


A lot of crimes would never have been com- 
mitted if those who perpetrated these crimes had 
had proper early training, and I feel it is a com- 
mon responsibility of all to work for the better- 
ment of society in general. To convert the hard- 
ened criminal, or successful killer, may well be 
impossible, but if we started at the right end of 
all these problems, we would be, I believe, further 
uhead. In the same way, if we want to, let us 
teach peace, and try to stop helping war. It is 
within our power to do this, so Jet us, as true 
Canadian mothers, band together and dc some- 
thing constructive about his anomalous position 
in which Canada finds herself today.

from being classified as social 
legislation applying to the public 
at large. ; 

Bot the pile of other ‘acts, in- 
cluding the series of Social Credit 
acts which were intrcdticed with 
much acclaim and ‘heralded at the 
time as the salvation of Alberta, 
are getting mouldy on the shelves. 
There has beer no credit house 
established. No actual, work was 
ever done, after all the ‘tatk in the 
House; toward establish “Alberta 
credit.”

$17,000,000 Saving 
Is Seen in New 
Egg-Testing Machine 


AUBURN, Ala.— Alabama Ag- 
riculiural Experiment Station an- 
nounced recently the perfection 
of a testing machine which will 
tell whether an egg will produce 
a chick. Dr, M. J. Funchess, 
director, said the machine will 
“tell” within 15 hours whether 
a hen egg is fertile and said it 
has a potential vatne of $17,000,- 
000,000 to American poultrymen. 

During a normal hatching sea- 
son in the United States more 
than 200.000,000 infertile eggs are 
placcd in incubators and lost an- 
nually, he said. “Our work; to- 
gether with that in other States, 
indicates that the total hatch in 
the country can’ be increased by 
10 to 15 per cent by the elimina- 
tion of -infertile eggs.” At the 
same time it would save yearly 
about 16,700,000 dozen cggs for 
eating purposes, he said.
